circumſtance that attends them; to 
build the authority of this ſecond di

ſame end for which they are ordered 
to be read in the Communion Service; 
that others may be convinced, hoy 
weak are thoſe pretenſions of a fear 
ful conſcience, that detains ſo many

And that the reader may the better

point, we find none more weak and 
helpleſs than we. Agreeable to what 
our Saviour hath already told us; Neu- 
can come unto me, ſays he, except my Fa- 
ther draw him. q. d. No man, by him- 
ſelf, and without the ſupernatural al- 
ſiſtance of the Divine Power, can dil- 
cover the right way to Salvation. 
Nor need we wonder at this great 
defect in us, when we conſider, that 
though it was the principal care of our 
Creator, to ſet us out with the bet 
qualities and capacities conceivable, 
yet, there was a time, when mankind 
unfortunately loſt all theſe; and fell 


from that noble perfection both of 
mind 
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mind and body, wherein he was at firſt 
created. 

So that, fince Adam let” fall his 
guard, and fin thereby broke in upon 
him, we are now continually ſubject 
to miſtakes and ill conduct, ſo much 
Winilced by our own corrupted judg- 
nent, that even that which we can- 
„not ſay but we all deſire the moſt, 
we the moſt neglect. And though 


ve have, every one of us, a ſenſe 
- (Wot the neceſſity of being happy, yet, 


we have but little judgment to de- 
termine in what. we are to be ſo; at 
leaſt ſo to determine it, as to purſue-it 
with that alacrity which becomes us.

ſent his own Son to redeem him, Rom.

He will give us reſt then in this 
life, becauſe, upon our repentance he 
will pardon our fins. 

It is the obſervation of the Prophet, 


that the fare of d wicked men is lite the 


troubled 
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troubled ſea, in great motion and un- 
ſettledneſs. And indeed no one can 
tell but they that feel them, what - 
| ſharp ſtings, what frequent palpita- 
tions, attend a wounded conſcience ? 
What throws and pangs dart through 

a guilty foul ? How heavy 1s that bur- 
den, how uneaſy the reflection on a 
ſinful life. 

But however this may be, yet we 
cannot but believe, that to have our 
ins forgiven, and the accounts can- 
celled; to have nothing in ſight that 
leems miſplaced, or looks deformed 
in the ſcene of life, muſt be a great 
pleafure and ſatisfaction to the mind 
of man. For, was there nothing in 
35 it but this, a bare remiſſion of that 
bel Puniſhment which, in juſtice, might 

have been inflicted on us, it could not 
et but ſet our conſciences at reſt. This 
e one might be enough to compoſe 4 
bled H 2 all 1 
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all thoſe miſgivings in us; to drive 


out all fears, to ſuppreſs all cares, and 
to make a ſettled calm upon our ſpi- 
rits. 5 

But there is more than this: There 
is not only a parden but a reward to 
follow it. Our fins ſhall not only be 


forgiven and blotted out; but our re- 


pentance ſhall gain us admiſſion into 
the favour of God. For after we have 


obtained God's pardon, God looks not 


then upon us with ſome remembrance 
of former injuries; but when he for- 
gives he forgets too. He blots out aur 
tranſerefion, ſays the Prophet, and the 
Apoltle, Hz remembers them no more.
